CONTRACT FOR THE CONSTRUCTION
OF SCOWS AWARDED.

Two of the large scows which will be
used by the workmen in the erection of the
Pennsylvania railway bridge over the P0-
tomac from this city to the Virginia shore
will be built at Alexandria, the contract
for the work having bcen awarded by the

Philadelphia firm of contractors to Mr.
Augustus Dean & Son several days ago.
The seows. which are to be eighty feet
long by twenty-four feet wide and about
five f.e t deep, will be large craft capable
of floating large quantities of structural
iron. The work of building the barges will
be begun at once and a large force of hands
will be employed to push them to comple-
tion, to have them ready for service in
the early spring.
Lightship No. 71. recently built at Balti-

more. which is to be the guard ship on the
dangerous Diamond shoat off Cape latter-
as. has saild for her station on the North
Carolina eoast.

71 is equipped with a powerful search light,
the light from which can be seen many
mi-s away, and will warn mariners of
their approach to a dangerous coast, when
other sign:.s could not been seen or heard.
The ship is thoroughly equipped in every
particular for her winter's vigil on a lonely
coast.

STEAM RAILROAbS
New Bill to Regulate Them by Sen-

ator MoMillan.

UNION STITION PROPOSED

Site on Massachusetts Avenue
East of Capitol.

TEXT OF IHE MEASURE

A new steam railway bill was introduced
in the Senate today by Mr. McMillan. This
bill provides. a method for the abolition of
grade crossings in lieu of the provisions
contained in the Baltimore and Ohio and
the Baltimore. and Potomac railroad bills
which became laws at the close of the last
Congress. The bill is to effect the relin-
quishment and surrender by the Baltimore
and Potomac Railroad Company of its right
to occupy a portion of the mall for a pas-
senger station, and provides for a union
passenger station and terminals. Under
this bill the union station will be on Massa-
chusetts avenue, a short distance east of
North Capitol street. A preamble recites
the provisions of railroad legislation in the
last Congress, after which the bill provides
as follows:
That the Baltimore and Potomac Rail-

road Company, or the said terminal com-

pany, be, an:, each of them is, hereby em-

powered and authorized to locate, con-

struct. maintain and operate a double-track
railroad, commencing at a point on the rail-
road of said Baltimore and Potomac Rail-
road Company at or near the crossing of
2d streEt southwest, at the elevation of
said railroad providaIl for in the said act
of Congress relating to the Baltimore and
Potomac Railroadi Company, approved Feb-
ruary 12, WI: th(nce curving toward the
north crossing over Virginia avenue with
a clearance of fifteen feet above the pres-
eit curb thereof, crossing over 1st street
southwest and Delaware avenue southwest
at a point about forty feet north of the
north house line of E street, with a clear-
ance of not less than sixteen feet: thence
curving to the northward, crossing -over
Canal street and South Capitol street, with
a clearance of fifteen feet above the crubs
thereof: thence passing under the intersec-
tion of D street with New Jersey avenue.
C street southeast and B street southeast,
at the intersection twith 1st street; thence
continuing along the center of 1st street
to D street northeast; thence curving to
the eastward, crossing under the proposed
circle at Massachusetts avenue to a con-
nection with the tracks in the proposed
terminal station to be built on the north
side of Massachusetts avenue hereinafter
provided for; thence running from the said
north line of Massachusetts avenue on the
terminal station structure hereinafter men-
tioned northeastwardly to Ddlaware ave-
nue; thence, still on said terminal struc-
ture, and on the easternmost part of the
viaduct, hereinafter mentioned, to be lo-
cated in Delaware avenue, to the north
side of M street northeast; thence north-
wardly, still on Delaware avenue, crossing
Florida aventie overhead, by means of a
two-span plate girder bridge, or by ma-
sonry arches, to the north side of said ave-
nue: thence by a line, still northwardly,
curving to the east. and crossing over New
York avenue by means of a two-span plate
girder bridge, by the most practicable
route, in a general northeasterly direction,
to a point on the west side of the present
Washington Branch railroad, north of the
north line of S street, as projected, from
which terminal point, on the west side of
the Washington Branch railroad, the Bal-
timore and Potomac Railroad Company,
its successors and assigns, shill be, and is
hereby, authorized to locate, construct,
maintain and operate a line of railroad of
two or more tracks, by the most practi-
cable route, to a point of connection with
its present railroad near Magruder station,
in the state of Maryland: Provided, how-
ever, That the portion of said line of rail-
road lying south of Florida avenue, within
the limits of the city of Washington, shall
be used for passenger trains only, except
in cases of temporary emergency, and then
for a period not exceeding twenty-four
hours, and no longer, unless the consent of
the Commissioners of the District of Co-
lumbia shall be obtained therefor.
It is the intenCon of this act that the

portion of the line of railroad above author-
ized, lying between the north line of Massa-
chusetts avenue and the north line of Flori-
da avenue, if constructed by said Baltimore
and Potomac Railroad Company, shall be
constructed jointly with the said terminal
company, and, with the viaduct and- ele-
vated terminal carrying the same above or
over the streets and avenues of the city, be
continuous with the elevated terminal and
viaduct of said terminal company; and in
that case the cost of said joint works shall
be borne by said railroad company and said
terminal company in such proportions as
they may agree on, or. in the absence of
agreement, may be fixed by the Commis-
sioners of the District of Columbia. If,
however, the Baltimore and Potomac Rail-
road Company shall deem it expedient or
